If (inly conceit and contentious- 
ness were ponderatile, "Mr Long 
Tail, " as Ihe negroes name the 
S(|uirrrel, would weigh as much as 
a calf. The three sorts of s(iuirrels 
have this in common, they war with 
nearly every sylvan thing and mosi 
of fdl wilh each other. The red, or 
fox, s(iuirr<>l will not tolerate either 
the black or the gray fellows in his 
chosen haunts. The bla(dv squirrel 
in turn flouts the gray and drives 
him out, and the gray reveng(^s him- 
self by stealing the hotwoings of his 
lowly brother, the ground scjuirrel. 

The gray s<iuirrel is far and away 
the (luiekest in witofllie three. 
At the o]>t'ning of the shooting sea- 
son young stpiirrels become gun shy 
and Jearn to dodge at the sight of 
armed hunters ever so much more 
f|uickly than the other sorts. They 
leain also to diiriereutiate. AYhile 
the sight of a man wilh a gun makes 
then wiiisk away around trees orlie 
croucluMl flat against a high branch, 
they .will hop Ixildly out before un- 
arnuMl, (diatlcring saucily and even 
coming within a yard or two for a 
nut or a berry. 

The s(]uirrel family tire epicures 
Only the sharpest hunger will drive 
them to f(!C(l upon buds or young 
leaves. They will not store liilt.er 
acorns in the nest along with hick- 
ory mils, (dieslnuts, (diinquepiiis, 
sweet acorns and walnuts, 
rnsleao, th(\y bury the 

liilter ones und'T a few inch(>s of 
(>nith and leave them undisturbed 
until spring, when th(* t\corns are 
ready to sprout. Then, iiy iiatur(>'s 
alchemy, th(« latter has become 
sweet, the starch in <he eol> i"'"'" 
laving turned to sugar and 
triugent taste almost vanisneii. 
S(Mencc sa.ys we owe to the s(iuiirel 
planters mnc!> the larger part of our 
oak foiHvsiM, lis well as some nut- 
woods. 

Occasionally a sqnirnd ventures 
into Ii wild strawberry field. Hut 
it is only occasionally. His two 
chief enemies, the liig blue hawk 
ami tlu« black snjike, hjivc too good 
a chance at him then*. More com- 
moidy he saves his fruit tooth until 
mulberries are lipe, eowtenling 
meanwhile with sucking birds' eggs 
as fast as they are lai(L Ho c.an 
[)lunder the n(^8ta only of smidl 
birds. Robins, catbirds, jtiys and 
thrush 's fight him stoutly and ofttMi 
8UC(H>ssfully. The Joy, a f(>llow 
thief, makes the biggest outcry of 
all, after the manner of thieves, 
great and small. Hut when Ihe fin- 
ger long mulberries swtdl and grow 
black and full of rich juice, there is 
a truce throughout the woods, <>s- 
pecially those along the water side. 
Noliody needs to steal anything. 
Hird and beast find spread for them 
a riotous plenty. 

A week after mnlli(>rries ripen 
young s(piirr(ds are in their j)rime. 
It is amazing what ,i dilTer(>ni fla- 
vor the fruit puts into flesh, l-'or 
the whoh* summer, indeed, a ten- 
der squirrel i.s a lidliit. Mulberries 
last until Ihe early corn is in the 
roasting ear, and before the lat(> 
fields harden hazelnuts are in the 
milk. T(>n active sipiirrels left nn- 
(iislurlied will make way with the 
l)est of an a(?re of corn. The furry 
nuirauder runs up the 8t«lk, whips 
olT the husk and gnaws the milky 
giains until he cannot hold an- 
other. A peculiarity is that he nev- 
er returns to a luilf eaten <>ar, but 
piUdics on a I'resh one. Likewise, 
though he may snatch a nut from 
anotlier squirrel and run off wilh 
it, In* will never cat it if th(> llrsi 
owner has gnawed thiough to Ihe 
kennd. 

It is liberal education in dainty 
feeding to watch a squirrel rilling a 
h)iZ(d copse. The nuts grow in 
(•lusters at the very lips "of sliMider 
stems. "Mr. Long Tail "runs down 
the stem as far as he dat'cs, lies 
along it, reaches with his for(> paws 
and catches Ihe iiul cluster. Still 
holding it last, he liaeks a little, 
then sits upright, holding the green 
frilled cliisfrfT fast, and sinks his 
sharp teeth in one nut after anoth(>r 
and sucks out the kerind. Then 
hi> lets the hull fly li.ick to place. 
It may have ludd a dozen young 
nuts, but he rarely misses one. 

A failure of mast is sure to result 
in the migration of 8(iuirrels. All 
save the few sftucy (MKuigh or bold 
(Miough to |)lunder corncribs set out 
aliout th(> sitiiie lime commonly 
about the 1st (if OctolxM", in search 
of new feeding grounds. Often 



they travel hundreds of miicH, cross- 
ing considerable rivers by the way. 
This is more wonderful, because 
commonly they have great fear of 
water. They swim well for a few 
yards, but beyo<>d that the big 
bushy tail drags them down. Tn 
th(> migrating, old hunters say, 
they develop a faculty very close to 
reason. When a broad slrciim is 
reached they run up and dov^n it, 
hunting for bits ol stick or bark 
■Small enough to be moved and light 
eiinugh to float them over. L^pon 
these improvistHl rafts they get 
.safely across by taking pains to 
keep iheir tails out of water. — Xeir 
York Sun.

education. There are many young 
men — as the above shows — in our 
country, who possess thorough 
te(dinical educations, who are un- 
tible lo find (>mployment. The 
rciison why lh(>y cannot do it is be- 
cause there are more men than 
situations. The technical colleges 
and schools for the hearing all ta'cr 
the countiy are turning out hun- 
dreds of young graduates yearly 
who have to forsake the calling for 
which they prepared Ihem.solves 
simply because they cannot find 
emplnyment in it. 

The above is given not as an 
argument airainst technical educa- 
tion, in i.s plac(> ; but is olTered as 
showing conclusively that it is not 
llii lust IJiiiifi for fhi' (/reolcsl iinin- 
hcr. (J;illaudet College, wilh its 
liroad and liberal coui-ses in the 
aris, vselences and literature, as well 
as wilh the priviU^ge which students 
have of availing thems(>lvcs of 
courses orf(>red in technical studies, 
is tlif Ix'sl for Ihe (/rrali'st nninhi'r ; 
and tho,se who advocate the narrow 
cour.'-e of a technical education as 
the best for the deaf are mistaken : 

(1) Heeausc no greater per cent, 
of the deaf would find good situa- 
tion.-*. 

(2) Because those who have a 
right to, and who expect some- 
thing better of life, would be tied 
down as " hewers of- wood an«I 
drawers of water," They'wfltild oe 
cut off fiom all the sweets and 
pl(>asures of life, which their 
naturally liri.ght intellects would 
enable th(>m to enjoy witli a broad 
and lilieral education in the arts, 
stdences and literature, such as 
Gallaudet College gives. Instead of 
the many homes owned by detif 
in(>n of our country who tire gnid- 
uates of (Jallaudet — homes in tlu> 
very atmosjihere of which there 
lurks nothing but a swt>et, happy, 
contented spirit of lellnemeni and 
culture — we would have only cot- 
tages of aitisans and workmen, 
wilh the "our ' liread and Iniltci 
irt all we want air about them," Inid 
the Technical College existed all

CharliH K. Faller, a deaf-mute, 
who t»oarded at 407 South Sewjud 
Street, committed suicide at 6 : 30 
o'cloek yesterday afternoon by 
Hliootinjr himself ihroujrh the V^rain. 
Tlie tragedy fKscarred in the ('apitol 
{jrounds. 

Failer was t-eated on a bench on 
the east of the ("apilol, near Jack- 
son's statue. Suddenly two pislol 
shotH rant? out on the air. A num- 
ber of persons who v/frti in 'he 
vicinity, including Gov. McMillin, 
Su[»t. Clark, of the Stale Capitol, 
and I'atrolman Abernafliy, rushed 
towani Failer. Hcfore they could 
reach him the unfortunate man 
."ilipped from the bench and ex 
pired. Death was practically in- 
stantaneous. 

The pistol wilh which the deed 
was committed whs lying on the 
walk. It was a finall <ine, a ?>'l- 
calilire Smith &. Wesson The fir.st 
shfit was eviflenlly the on" that 
ended Faller's life. The bullet 
entered the left temple and pene- 
trated the brain. From the evi- 
rlence of those who Were near, the 
first shot sounded muffled, while 
the second was clear and distiiKrt. 
It is supposed, as but one vround 
was found, that Fiilier, in the 
agonies of death, pulled the trigger 
the second lime. The wound bled 
eopion!»1y anri the spot wiiere he 
fell wa'- saturated with blood. 

The act of Failer in taking his 
life was preniditated. For some 
lime, he has lieeii despondent over 
the Uws of money received tty him 
from an estate. It is siii<l that on 
htst Saturd.ty, he attempted lo 
swallow cocaine, Init was prevented 
iiy friends. 

On the person of the <lead man 
were found wveril letters and 
(lapers. The letters were sealed 
and stamped. One was a< I dressed 
to L. A, Failer, brother of the 
leceased, who is employed at the 
Siief Jewelry Company, and an- 
other to his «ist<T, .Miss F. Loula 
Failer, Nolensville, Tenn,

note he gave his reasons for com- 
mitting suicide and showing that 
the deed was i»rem:>'litated.

Few persons realize the variety 
and importance of physical sense 
impressions as the most fundament- 
al conditions of life. As it is true 
that we cannot 'think" without 
ideas, .so it is true lliat most ideas 
are dependent for their very exist- 
ence on the jiossession of certain 
organs. For example, men.ory and 
imagination, wilh the great major- 
ity of jieople, consist very largely of 
visual ide<is, which, in turn, imply 
the existence of the eye. Indeed, 
every ordinary idea can be resolved 
into its elemental processes, that is, 
its simple sensntions One's idea of 
a particular book, for in.stanee, is 
coin|)Osed of th(? sensations from 
several bodily organs — in this cas/- 
the eye, ear, skin and nose. 

The relative iniporfanee of th<'se 
sensations as inslriimenis for jiut- 
ting our organisms in touch wilh 
life ami thing's outside ourselves has 
never been sci<?ntifi<fally determined 
until reci'nt years. Now however, 
experimental psychology has iin- 
<u)vered a most interesting body of 
facts. The presei.l classification of 
sensations reveals many, that crude 
experience totally igfiore<l. But 
omiltini: the almost new depart- 
ment of oriranic sensations, due t.o 
internal stimulus which do not con 
cern us here, psychologists have 
cla.ssified the sensations of the 
sfiecial sense excited by external 
stimulus into the convent ional five, 
with eiyht subdivisions. Of these, 
the visual sensations outnumber all 
iherest very largely. Kx[)erimentH- 
tion has shown that the hiimfin eye 
is capable of distinguishing 700 
brichtru'ss qualities, from th(! dead- 
est black to the most vivd white. 
Theoretically, each of these may be 
coinliined wilh each of the 700 
tirightnessqiialitie i, but practically, 
it has been discovered tint color 
sensationsof this mixed origin aie 
not discernible to the number of 
IOfi,000; yet they do reach the im- 
mense total of .'10,000. Or, more ac- 
euralcdy, as Professor TitclK-ner, of 
Cornell, has fiointed out. " We have 
to seanfli in tlu- structure and func- 
tion of the eye for the condiiiims of 
some 30.8.50 constiions elements." 

In comparison with this, the audi- 
tory sen.sations are indeed fewer. 
Yet the ear is found to be master of 
a much wider r«*ri>cc of tone-* Ihun 
we can indicate- by language, for we 
can hear about 11,000. The sensa- 
tions of simple noise, likewise, are 
far in excess of the i-equisite lan- 
guage to express them, for no less 
than .WO qualities are distinguish 
able. " Tone sense" is excited 
when the fibre of the basilar mem 
brane is vibrated regularly liy two 
or more wave movements; whereas 
'•nois«< sensation" is produced when 
a single jar gives a fibre rf jerk or 
twitch. Thus a siinplo noise is oidy 
an itieomjilele tone, and their phy- 
sical stimuli are identical. But. the 
sensations they aroua- are perfectly 
distinct.

Things moved 
slowly, but I was lu-ver in depair of 
awakening the interest and remov- 
ing the indiff<'reii(!e of certain rich 
(h-af-iniites lo whom a few Ihoiisaiids 
would be trifling. 

My surprise was giea I ilerM- im.-.I 
days in receiving a letter, whose 
author was no other Ihan M. CJriolet 
de Geer, in which he engaged him- 
selt to lake in his hands the foiinda 
lion of th(! Circle "after the clos- 
ing of th«' Congress," IVord of o 
r/eiitlevinn, said the proverb, imrd 
of hoiio'-. I have then nothing t^) 
(io but bow, myself and my friends, 
before the contract undertaken, as 
written by M. Griolet. The Circle 
will have him to open matters, and 
not wishing to he tin- least obstacle 
to the project, f am going lo retire 
into obscurity. I place no doubt 



on the word of M. Griolet de Geer, 
at the same lime I recollect hav- 
ing had the honor of being his guest 
at Nanterre in 1887, at a charming 
breakfast in the country offered to 
the deaf-mutes. M. Griolet deGeer 
nuide us inspect a pie(!e of ground 
on which he offered to build a 
house. 

We are waiting still the execu- 
tion of his promise. I like at this 
time to hope rather than not. In 
waiting, the deaf-mutes can do no 
more than depend on his word. —

It does not fall lo my lot to emp- 
ty ash barrels, but like every 
other man, who is trying lo do 
something in this world of ours, I 
have now and then a disagreeable 
task. And there is always a strong 
temptation to stand away from 
such a task, at arms' length, and 
try to handle it with the finger tips. 
To turn one's face away is natural 
enough, but to piil the head down 
to it, and clasp the arms close 
about it, and lauir it up and away 
in strong and manly fashion, is not 
half so common as it ought to l)e. 
And I confess that I am not always 
as plucky and as sensible in laking 
hold of unpleasant duties as was 
this man of the barrel. 

We are all of us too gingerly in 
the handling of our work. If God 
calls a mun to remove ashes from 
oilier peojile's back-yards, even in 
such lowly and disreputable duly, 
there is ojiporlunily for the display 
of sense and strength above the or- 
dinary measure of men. Be a 
man's work what it may, "a man's 
a man for a' ihat," if only ho does 
th(\ business in a manly way. An<l 
the harder and more unpleasant 
the work is, tlw* mor(^ importiint it 
is that we shall put our arms about 
it, and bear it up bravely, without, 
whimpering at our task. Do your 
duty then, like hiave men and wo- 
men, and let the work be done 
well, whatever it may be. Who 
carries ashes well, will help others 
to cai-ry with courage and dignity 
weightier and iikuc. iinporlant bur- 
dens.

C, which is the only 
institution of its kind in the United 
States, and the giealesi one in tin' 
world. 

" Four years ago when Mr. Jones 
took his pres<>nt position, Ihe institu- 
tion ha<l only one representative in 
W.Hshington, and then postgrjul- 
uate work was necessary for the en- 
trance. Now there are nineteen 
people from Ohio, all of whom have 
been under Mr. Jones' care, and 
Ohio now has the second largest re- 
presentation of any State in the 
Pnioii. 

" The graduates of the Ohio Insti- 
tution ,ire now aide lo lake ex- 
aminations for the freshman class, 
and pass them, succesfully. Three 
have done .so this yeav. The other 
two who look examinations tried for 
entrance into the im>para'ory classes 
.Mud were successful. Th(\v will, 
however, continue at Columbus for 
another year, and then enter the re- 
gular freshman (dass. Ohio's in.sti- 
tulion is the only one in the 
country where the graduates are 
lireparetl directly lor entrance intti 
c.illeyi' without the necessity of any 
outsid(> work.'"

We willlei I Ik- Dispnirh tell of 
the blaze in lh(> Insliiulion Thuis- 
day, as we were out of the city at 
the time : 

" Early this morning, al haU'-pasI 
five o'clock, anothei small tire was 
discovered at the Deaf and Dumb 
Institution in time to .save the big 
Stale building from possible <le- 
strnetion by the fiery elements, ami 
the city and State from a great con- 
llagration. 

" Some of th<> emiiloyes at the old 
school building smelled smoke, and 
(inickly noticed that ttie long cor- 
rido'vand conrt downstairs were fill- 
ing rapidly with it. The fire was 
Ir.iced to Ihe old .school room, nmv 
occupied by the Institution ejec- 
trician. in the northwest comer of 
Ihe building. 

" The fire department was noli 
fled by 'phone and the fire extin- 
guished with small loss. A Iarg(> 
hole had been burned down through 
the floor and across the room, while 
a chair was buriKvl up. The c.-vuse 
of Ihe s(!are was a mystery, as no- 
thing could be found lo suggest any 
origin for the fire, if it was not 
spontaneous combustion. 

" The cluira<'tier of the fire, and 
the eireumslances sui rounding it 
mak(> it appear more serious than 
the losses would give any itlea il 
was. The room was air-tight at the 
lime ,'md the fire might have Iveen 
smould(>ring all through the night 
without any one's knowletlge of the 
Ihe fact. 

" 'Phe structure itself is by no 
means proof against a fire, should 
one ev(>r g.aiii much he.idway, being 
in this ])articular Hnlik(< the new 
.school building occupied the pa>*t 
school year, foi the firet time." 

This fire was on the A fiooi in the 
room occupying the northwest cor- 
ii(>r. Part of the ceiling was som(>- 
what scinched and ti hole burnt in 
llit< floor, which lias since been re- 
paired. The damage is not much. 
However the early discovery was 
forlunale, as Ihe materials of the 
house, should a bhiz(> once get a 
good foothold, would prove re.idy 
lakers for 'he fiery element. 
Superintendent Jones exercises the 
greatest caution against fire, but, 
of couise, he cannot always be 
eviuv wluue at the same time.

A 
heavy rainstorm in the afternoon 
and evening prevented many from 
attending it.
